1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in 
combination with other limitations of the claims, the cited prior arts fail to teach at least 
one of the combinations of the selectable set of combinations includes more than one of 
the current level of current to the signal conductors from the first power supply terminal 
or more than one of the current level of current from the signal conductors to the second 
power supply, as required by amended claims 1 and 13; and the cited prior arts also fail 
to teach the driver circuit comprises an internal switchable current path for drawing 
current from the first power supply terminal to the second power supply terminal, the 
driver circuit activating the internal switchable current path depending on the 
combination being established, so that a first and a second net current, from the first 
and the second power supply terminal to the signal conductors plus the internal 
switchable current path respectively, each remains substantially the same upon 
switching between different combinations, as required by claim 18.
